2. A MAIOR CONCERN IN OWI RELATIONS WITH ECUADOR FOR THE 
PAST 25 YEARS HAS BEEN A DISPUTE OVER FISHING BY AMERICAN 
TUNA BOATS IN ECUADOREAN CLAIMED WATERS. THIS CONFLICT 
DERIVES FROM DIFFERING VIEWS ON THE EXTENT OF THE 
TERRITORIAL SEA. ECUADOR CLAIMS A200 MILE TERRITORIAL SEA 
WHILE THE US. MAINTAINS ALL WATERS BEYOND 12 MILES 

TO BE THE HIGH SEAS. DURING THOSE YEARS WHEN TUNA FISH 
HAVE ENTERED THE CLAIMED 200 MILE TERRITORIAL WATERS OF 
ECUADOR. THE ECUADOREAN NAVY HAS SEIZED AMERICAN FLAG 
FISHING VESSELS WITH SERIOUS EFFECTS ON OUR BILATERAL 
RELATIONS. GOOD RELATIONS WITH THE SUBSECRETARIAT 
OF FISHERIES AND WITH THE DIRECTORATE GENERAL OF 
FISHERIES ARE ESSENTIAL TO POST RESOLVING PROBLEMS 
IN THIS AREA. 

3. SIMON PEREZ IS ASSISTANT DIRECTOR IN THE GENERAL 
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DIRECTORATE OF FISHERIES, GUAYAQUIL. PREVIOUSLY HE 
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WAS HZYD OF TECHNICAL DEPARTMENT IN SAME INSTITUTION 
AND HELD EXECUTIVE POSITIONS IN THE MINISTRY OF 
INDUSTRIES AND COMMERCE. 

4. IU STIFIC ATION : ING. PEREZ IS VERY IMPORTANT
